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DETAILED ACTION 

(1) 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-29 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

(2) 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Methods for the formation of unidirectional vision panels, such as those disclosed by U.S. 
Patent Nos. 5,679,435 to Andriash; 5,609,938 to Shields; 5,525,177 to Ross; 4,676,609 to Hill; 
4,321,778 to Whitehead; and 1,199,882 to Frey, are known in the art. Hill, for example, discloses 
one such method comprising the steps of: (1) Providing an imperforate substrate having a 
substantially uniform surface, such as glass; (2) providing a base layer, i.e., a carrier sheet 
formed of paper; (3) applying a first and second continuous superimposed layers of marking 
material thereon; (4) removing unwanted portions of the superimposed layers of marking 
material disposed and supported on the carrier sheet by kiss die cutting to form a pattern; (5) 
transferring the patterned superimposed layers of marking material from the carrier sheet to the 
surface of the imperforate substrate; and removing the carrier paper leaving the pattern on the 
substrate with clear transparent areas between the elements of the pattern. None of the prior art 
of record, however, specifically teach or suggest the methods set forth in applicant claims 1, 22, 
23, 24 and 25, wherein the superimposed layers of marking material applied to the imperforate 
substrate (whether directly or via transfer), are applied to the substrate with a surface of one of 
the two layers of marking material directly in contact with the imaging surface of the imperforate 
substrate.
